The meeting was celled to order with Mayor Glass presiding.

Councilman Johnson moved thet since copies of the minutes of the last mee
ing of the City Council heve been furnished Council members by the City Clerk,
the reading of the minutes be dispensed with and that the minutes be adopted as
resd in the Clerk's report. Upon being duly seconded by Councilman Long. the mot
was unsnimounsly sdopted by the Council end the minutes so epproved.

MR. RIP PENN, appesred before the Council, with the suegestion that the
parkways in the first two blocks of Esst 12th be removed and a curb constructed
in the middle and that parking be permitted. He stated this woulé help the
traffic gituation and still not take swey from the appearance of the approach
to the Capitol as these little parkways now were not landscaped, and this street
wee not widely used. The Council directed this matter to the City Maneger to
tefer to-the Traffic Department and see what could be worked out.

MR. JOHN STULLKEN, American Leglon, appeared before the Councll stating
the American Legion was gponsoring a small Circus, and they would like to obtain
permigeion to keep the Circus here for two days instead of just one as the or-
dinance now provided. Councilman Johnson moved that the ordinance be amended to
aliow HOME SPONSORED circuses to operate two days in the City. The motion,
seconded by Councilmen MacCorkle, carried by the following vote:

WHEREAS, J. M. Odom is the Contractor for the alteration of a building
located at 506-10 Congress Avenue and desires a portion of the sidewalk and
street space abutting on the south 30 feet of Lot 3 and part of Lot 2, Block 53,
of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the alteration of
the bullding, such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials
therefor; therefore

BY IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to saild
Jd. M. Odom, the boundary of which is described as follows:

SIDENALK AND STREET WORKING SPACE

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above described
property; thence in an easterly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of Congress Avemue to a point 12 feet east
of the west curb line; thence in a southerly direction axdi. ..
parallel with the centerline of Congress Avenue approximately
37 fest to a point; thence in & westerly direction and at
right angles to the centerliine of Congress Avenue %o the
east line of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
sald J. M. Odom, hereinafter termed "Contractor!, upon the following express
terms and conditions: '

(1). That the Contractor shall erect and maintain continuously in good
condition during the use of said space hereby allotted, a substantial walkway
at leagt 4 feet wide in the clear on the inside and at least 8§ feet high, the
same to be covered solidly on the street side with boards to & helght of 4
feet above pavement and on the building side to be covered solidly with boards
to a height of 8 feet. The top of the walltway shall be covered s0lidly with
boards at least 2 inches thick, which shall be supported at intervals sufficient-
ly close to prevent sagging of the roofing boards. The roof of said walkway
shall be covered with a roofing material which will prevent leaking of the roof
and provide a dry walkway at all times. No wood strips or obstructions of any
kind shall be permitted along the pavement within the walkway, and at any time
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in the opinion of the City officlals it becomes necessary for any reason to
install a board floor wlthin the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice

from the Bullding Inspector immediately place such a wood floor and substantial-
1y support same to prevent sagging under load.

(2). That the Contractor is permitted to comstruct in his working space
a gsubgtantial gate which shall be kept closed at all ftimes wher not in usgse, and
at all times that such gate is open, the Coniractor shall maintain a person at
this gate to warn pedestrians and wvehicles of approaching trucks. This gate
is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

{(3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
space.

(4). That "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricades,

(5). That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office is not
within B4-feetlof.andy corner street intersection.

{6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7). That provisions shall be made for the normel flow of &ll storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done
due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(8). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, redlights during all pericds of darkness
and provide lighting system for all {unnels.

(9). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on sald sldewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materialg, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than July 1, 1951.

(10). fThat the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or instaliation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted ghall
not be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of sald space any Hime
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12). That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractor's expense.
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(13). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shaell protect,
indemnify and hold harmliess the City of Austin from any claims or damages Lo
any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason
of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City
of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and
all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the constructlon of a walkway
and other safeguards during the ocoupancy of the space.

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves the property
located on the southwest corner of East 5th &nd Navasota Streets as a private
gasoline plant, which property is owned by Yarbrough Construction Company and
is designated as the H. & T.C. Rallroad Company Tract, Cutlet 3, Division O,
in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes the said
Yarbrough Comstruction Company, through S. 0. Yarbrough, to operate & private
gasoline plant consisting of a 3000 gallon underground tank and electric pump
for the sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment and from which
no gasoline is to be sold, subject to the same being operated in compliance
with all the ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to the foregoing
attached recommendations; and the Building Inspector is hereby authorized to
igsue an occupancy permit for the operation of this private gasoline plant after
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full compliance with all the provisions of this resolution, and said permission
shall be held to be granted and accepted subject to all necessary , reasonsble
and proper, present and future regulations and ordinances of the City of Austin,
Texas, in the enforeement of the proper police, traffic.and fire regulations;

"I, the undersigned, have considered the application of Yarbrough Copstruction
Company, through 8. 0. Yarbrough, for permission to operate a private gasollne
plant consisting of & 3000 gallon underground tank and electric pump for the
sole purpose of servicing their own equipment and from which no gasoline is to
be sold, which property is located on the southwest corner of East 5th and
Navasots Streets, and is designated as the H, & T.C. Railroad Company Tract,
Cutlot 3, Division 0, in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally
known as 410 Navasota Street.

¥This property is located in a "D¥ Industrial District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

{1). That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of &n approved type and shall

bear the label of the Underwritert!s Laboratories, Inc., and that all tanks and

pumnps shall be installed in compliance with thne Orainance governing the storage
and handling of gaseline.

(2). That all tanks and pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet to tne
property line and so locatsd tnat cars stopped for the purpose of undoading
or receiving gaesoline or dther supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free
passage of traffic on either the sidewslk, street or .alley.

(3). That "No Smoking" signs shall at all times be prominently displayed and
no person shall be permitted to smoke on the premises where gasocline is
handled or stored.

(4). That all fees snall be paid and a permit secured from tne Building
Inspectorts Office before any installation work is started, and that ne

equlipment shall be placed in operation until after filnal inspection and

approval of same.

COUNCIIMAN DRAKE made ingquiry about the city's obligation to cover taxes
when tax certificstes had been isgued stating there were no taxes due, and then
it was found the certificstes had been issued in error.
